As Further Result of BaggageRobbery Case Unearthed
by Capt. Campbell.

One Btolen trunk was recovered and
another trunk, vwhlch It is believed
was also stolen and which contained
$40 worth of stolen dynamite, was
found Friday afternoon in Michael
Fragan's shanty at Dola by Captain
J. A. Campbell, of the Baltimore and
Ohio detective force. Fragan is the
